WITH A LOSS OF 2,000 


Salvadoran Army Victorious— 
Hondurans Also Successful. 


PEACE NEGOTIATIONS NOW 


Salvador and Guatemala Accept the 
Offer of the Good Offices of the 
Washington Government. 


SAN SALVADOR, July 15.—Last night 
the Salvadoran army again attacked the 
Guatemalan forces at Platanar and ob- 


tained a victory, the Guatemaians suffer- 
ing a loss of 2,000 men in killed, wounded, 
and prisoners. 

The Guatemalan army which invaded 
Honduras by way of Santa Fé was re- 
pulsed by the Honduran army. 

Honduras is making common cause with 
Salvador. 


MANAGUA, Nicaragua, July 15.—Guate- 
mala, with a strong army, has invaded 
Honduras and Salvador and ‘battles are 
being fought in both countries. Guate- 
malan troops are advancing in Honduras. 

In reply to a request for a statement 
regarding the reports that Nicaragua has 
assisted in the war against Guatemala, 
The Associated Press to-day received the 
following from President Zelaya: 

“Nicaragua has been, is, and will re- 
main neutral, ZELAYA.” 


WASHINGTON, July 15.—Both Guate- 
mala and Salvador have again accepted 
the tender of the good offices’ of this 
Government, looking to a settlement of 
their differences. 

This information is conveyed in dis- 
patches received at the State Department 
to-day from the American diplomatic 
representatives in Guatemala and Sal- 
vador. The two belligerent countries are 
willing, on the suggestion of the United 
States, to confer with a view to an ad- 
justment of their differences, the cessa- 
tion of hostilities, and the bringing about 
of peace. 


PANAMA, July 15.—United States Min- 
fsters Combs at Guatemala City and 
Merry at San Salvador have approached 
respectively Presidents Cabrera and Es- 
calon tn an endeavor to re-establish peace 
between Guatemala and Salvador. Presi- 
dent Cabrera informed Mr. Combs that he 
was willing to enter into negotiations for 
peace provided the United States Govern- 
ment would guarantee that further hos- 
tilities against Guatemala would cease. 

Assistant Secretary of State Bacon on 
Saturday cabled to Messrs. Combs and 
Merry instructing them to renew their 
efforts to establish permanent peace be- 
tween Guatemala and Salvador. 


MEXICO CITY, July 15.—It fs now 
known. that Gen. Regalado of Salvador 
lost his life in a scouting expedition. He 
was in command of his atmy when he re- 
solved to explore within the border of 
Guatemala. He started out accompanied 
only by an Adjutant and a small escort, 
and came unexpectedly upon a large body 
of Guatemalan regulars, who overwhelmed 
his force. Regalado and his escort sold 
their lives dearly, making a heroic fight 
and killing many of their foes, but they 
were exterminated. No quarter was 
asked. 

The Guatemalan official report repre- 
sented that Regalado was killed in a 
pitched battle. The battle that really was 
fought on the same day was between 
Gen. Toledo's revolutionary army and 
Guatemalan regulars, and it ended in de- 
feat for the latter. 

The Guatemalan revolutionists say they 
will accept any President for their coun- 
try who may be jointly agreed upon by 
President Diaz and President Roosevelt. 

A large number of well-known Guate- 
malans are in prison. The country is 
denuded of laborers and coffee cannot be 
picked. No corn has been planted. 

Confirmation has been received here of 
the report of the execution of Alfredo 
Quinones, a Mexican citizen, in Guate- 
mala, and it is stated that he was put to 
death because he had publicly censured 
the Guatemalan Government. 

Emilio de Leon, a Guatemalan diplomat. 
who offended President Cabrera, is still 
at the Mexicafi Legation in Guatemala 
City under the protection of the Mexican 
flag. The Mexican Government is main- 
taining an attitude of neutrality, and is 
closely watching the southern border to 
prevent its being made a base of opera- 
tions against Guatemala. 

Herald advices state the steamer Em- 
pire, used by the Guatemalan revolution- 
ists in filibustering expeditions, has been 
turned over to the Salvadoran Govern- 
ment, and will be used by Salvador as a 
gunboat in operations against Guatemala 
on the west coast. The vessel is now at 
Corinto, where it has been under the 
Nicaraguan flag for three weeks. It will 
proceed at once to Salvador, where it will 
be fitted with rapid-fire guns. 

The following dispatch has been re- 
celved by The Associated Press from 
President Bonilla of Honduras: 

“ Honduras has not declared war. Gua- 
temala jnvaded territory without pre- 
vious declaration. BONILLA.” 

The Associated Press has received the 
following dispatch from Leocadio Gra- 
majo, private secretary to Manuel Ca- 
brera, President of Guatemala: 

“It is possible that the efforts of Pres- 
ident Roosevelt to secure a peaceful set- 
tlement of the difficulty between Guate- 
mala and Salvador may result success- 
fully at any moment. 

“Salvador has again invaded Guate- 
mala from the south, in the vicinity of 
Jalpagua, and on the northeastern fron- 
tier. She seems to be preparing to in- 
vade between these points. On the south 
Salvador has a large army with artillery. 
The Guatemalans have to-day given them 
battle, and will drive them from our ter- 
ritory. The invasion on the northeast 
comes from the direction of Pinuelas. At 
this point we have dislodged and routed 
the enemy, and have been pursuing them 
since yesterday. A Salvador army in} 
the centre is at present being recruited, | 
as if intending invasion from that quar- 
ter also. We will promptly drive them 
back here, as elsewhere.

ST. PETERSBURG, July 15.—With- 


out wishing to arouse expectations 
which may prove ill-founded, the facts 
compel me to infer that the formation 
of a Constitutional Democratic Cabinet 
is a question of hours if it is not already 
an accomplished fact.

ST. PETERSBURG, July 15.—According 
to to-night’s reports all the questions of 
principle involved in a change of Minis- 
try have been resolved and now it Is 
merely a matter of personalities. 

The acceptance by the Council of the 
Empire without amendment yesterday of 
Parliament’s bill appropriating $7,500,000 
for famine relief came as a surprise, and 
has occasioned the greatest jubilation in 
the Lower House, as it is regarded as a 
vote of lack of confidence in the Goremy- 
kin Ministry on the part of the upper 
chamber.

SEA GATE LIFE SAVER LOST. 


Geppen Rescued Three Peraons,.Then 
Went Down While After Their Boat. 


Samuel Geppen, a Sea Gate life saver, 
who lived at the foot of West Twenty- 
second Street, Coney Island, was drowned 
yesterday afternoon in the surf off Sea 
Gate, after saving two young women and 
a young man. Geppen was amusing his 
ten-year-old cousin, Ray Katlan, on the 
beach at about 12:30 o'clock, when he 
heard cries for help. Looking out he saw 
an overturned rowboat 200 yards from 
shore and the heads of three persons 
struggling in the waves. 

Geppen was in his bathing sult and 
quickly swam out to the boat. With lit- 
tle difficulty he brought one of the young 
women to ghore after directing the others 
to cling to the boat. When he returned 
to the boat the other young woman was 
almost exhausted. The life-saver found it 
a hard task to swim with her to the shore. 
She was unconscious when put on the 
beach. Although the strain was telling 
on him, Geppen returned to the boat a 
third time to rescue the young man, who, 
like his women companions, was unable 
to swim 

When the life saver arrived at the 
boat the young man had disappeared, 
but as he started for shore Geppen felt 
@ hand clutching his foot. The drown- 
ing man was coming to the surface 
after sinking twice. He clung desperate- 
ly to Geppen, and a struggle followed. 

Young Katlan, Geppen’s cousin, seeing 
that both were in danger of drowning, 
Swam out to their assistance. Although 
Katlan is only 10 years old he is an ex- 
pert swimmer. With his assistance 
Geppen succeeded in getting the young 
man to shore. 

Geppen then started out to get the 
boat. When about 150 yards from the 
shore he was apparently taken with a 
cramp and sank from sight. His body 
was found three hours later by Charles 
Witmarsh, a fisherman. 

The three rescued from drowning said 
they were Bessie 8. Silver of 860 Madison 
Street, Gussie Benjamin of 76 Ludlow 
Street, and Nathan Whalen of 74 Forsyth 
Street. 

Geppen, although only twenty years 
old, had been a life saver at Sea Gate for 
several years. He had made several res- 
cues r which he had received medals. 
He always took particular pleasure in 
playing with the children on the beach, 
and for this reason was well known 
among the Sea Gate residents.

Their view of the approaching train cut 
off by a high wall, the four were ignorant 
of their danger until the engine tore 
through their frail carriage, hurling them 
and its weckage to either side of the 
track. 

There was a flagman at the crossing, 
and he asserts that he gave warning of 
the coming of the train; but the one éur- 
vivor of the carriage party, the Rubin 
boy, declares that he and the others with 
him saw no signal. 

The long, straight, and level stretch of 
track between Fresh Creek and Atlantic 
Avenue, a mile or more in length, ts a 
speeding course with trains of the Man- 
hattan Béach division of the Long Island 
Railroad, Many pefsons have been run 
down and killed on this stretch, but yes- 
terday's was the first triple tragedy on 
the line. Under a legislative act the 
grade crossings on the Manhattan Beach 
line are gradually being abolished, but 
the work has not as yet progressed to 
this portion of the road. 

Seme months ago the Brooklyn Rapid 
Transit Company acquired the old Canar- 
sie steam road, the tracks of which paral- 
Iel those of the Manhattan Beach Road 
from Atlantic Avenue to a point south of 
New Lots Road. The Rapid Transit 
Company is elevating the Canarsie road 
tracks on an embankment. At New Lots 
Road the concrete retaining walls of this 
embankment cut off the view of the Man- 
hattan Beach tracks from the east.

Making merry with the little ones, Mealy 
started to cross the Manhattan Beach 
tracks at New Lots Road. Speeding to- 
ward Manhattan Sevéf at the rate of 
forty miles an hour was a heavy train 
of an engine and five cars. Before Mealy 
or any of the children could realizé the 
danger the train struck their carriage, 
ripped it to pieces, and sent it and them 
whirling in all directions. Such was the 
speed of the train that it traveled a quar- 
ter of a mile beyond before it could be 
stopped by the engineer, Peter Jones of 
107 Fourth Street, Long Island City. 

At one side of the track, thirty feet from 
the crossing, lay Mealy, crushed and dead. 
Lifeless near him was his daughter Annie, 
Mealy’s son, Samuel, lay on the other side 
of the track, also dead. Nearer the cross- 
ing the Rubin boy, badly hurt, but con- 
scious, was picked up. The horse, which 
had been instantly killed, lay entangled 
in the carriage wreckage. 

Ambulances were summoned from the 
Bradford Street Hospital, and while walt- 
ing their coming women passengers who 
came from the train cared for the injured 
boy. Little Max, suffering from lacera- 
tions of the head and body and Internal 
injuries, was talren to the hospital, where 
it was said last night he would probably 
recover. He is 12 years old and lives at 
841 Snediker Avenue. 

Mounted Policeman Briggs of the Lib- 
erty Avenue Station, who was on duty 
near by, went In the engine cab to Man- 
hattan Beach, where he placed Engineer 
Jones under arrest.

his flag for Mealy to stop. Mealy, he 
said, either did not see the signal or else 
disregarded it. By consent of the Cor- 
omer, the bodies of Mealy and his chil- 
dren were removed to the Mealy home in 
Snediker Avenue. 


DUG UP AN INDIAN CANOE. 


Buried Many Feet Under Cherry Street 
and Found by Workmen. 


Cherry Hill was the centre of an cx- 
cited crowd all day yesterday when the 
news got about that some workmen had 
dug up an old Indian canoe in an excava- 
tion at the corner of Cherry and Oliver 
Streets. 

Men, women, and boys and girls flocked 
to the spot, and so blocked the streets 
that the police of the Oak Street Station 
had to be sent there to keep order. 

The lower part of Oliver Street is made 
ground, for in the old days the waters of 
the East River used to wash above the 
Cherry Street line. 

Workmen from the New York Edison 
Company had made an excavation about 
eight feet deep when they came to what 
seemed to be a big log near the bottom. 
They dug around this and disclosed to 
view what the police and all others who 
viewed it said was half of an Indian 
canoe. Then the workmen, who don't 
take much interest in anything pertaining 
to the American Indian, promptly got an 
axe and chopped away until they got out 
the timber in sight, leaving the other 
half still buried in the mud.

THAW’S OLD COUNSEL 
LIKELY 10 PROTEST 


Intimate. That Somebody Other 
Than He Must Dismiss Them. 


DELAFIELD ALSO TOLD TO GO 


Hartridge Sure Thaw WII! Be Freed— 
He Fails, However, to See the 


Prisoner’s Mother. 


Clifford W. Hartridge, Harry K. Thaw’s 
personally appointed counsel in chief, 
announced yesterday afternoon that the 
dismissal of the firm of Black, Olcott, 
Gruber & Bonynge by his client had been 
accompanied by the severance of the ties 
that bound Lewis L. Delafield to the case. 

As far as Thaw is concerned, there now 
remain of the lawyers at one time em- 
ployed by the defense only Mr. Hartridge, 


John B. Gleason, and, perhaps, Mr. Long- 
fellow, of the firm of Delafield & Long- 
fellow. Lewis L. Delafield is not a mem- 
ber of this firm. Frederick P. Delafield 
is its head. 

This is the official list as furnished by 
Mr. Hartridge. That his revisions will 
be accepted by Mrs. William Thaw the 
lawyers eliminated do not concede. On 
the contrary, they will consult with Mrs. 
Thaw, her daughter-in-law, Evelyn Nes- 
bit Thaw, and her son, Josiah C. Thaw, 
to-day. 

Mr. Hartridge called at the Hotel Lor- 
raine, where the Thaw family is stop- 
ping, and sent his card to the elder Mrs. 
Thaw yesterday afternoon. She did not 
see him. 

Mr. Hartridge declared that the in- 
sanity plea had been positively forbidden 
by Thaw, and thus expressed himself as 
to the outlogk for his client: 

“As I stand here a man, Harry Ken- 
dall Thaw will never be convicted of any- 
thing. I would stake my soul onit. He 
is a square fellow, and refuses to take 
advantage of any baby act such as plead- 
ing insanity when he declares that he is 
sane. All that he wantg is to be tried 
by a jury of his peers in just the same 
way any ordinary man, accused of a aimi- 
lar orime, would be tried. He does not 
want to be regarded as entitled to any 
consideration because he happens to come 
of a wealthy family.” 

This statement wag made by Mr. Hart- 
ridge in a room in the Bar Association 
building, where he met reporters yester- 
day afternoon by appointment. He 
prefaced it by sayimg that he did not pre- 
pose to seek publicity In the handling of 
the case which had been intrusted to 
him, but that there was a certain amount 
of news to which the newspapers were 
entitled. This news, he sajd, he proposes 
to give in a straightforward manner. 
While he was talking to the reporters a 
note was received by him from Thaw. 
He read it and wrote a reply which he 
sent without delay. 


Mr. Hartridge Talks. 


“Ys there anything to be said to-day,” 
he was asked, ‘‘as to the cause which led 
to the dismissal of ex-Judge Olcott’s 
firm?" 

“Nothing. As I said yesterday, Mr. 
Thaw’s letter speaks for itself. He re- 
garced his reasons for the move as suffi- 
cient. That is all there is to it.” 

“How did he happen to select you to 
conduct his case? ”’ 

“TIT am his intimate friend. I have 
known him for a number of years, and 
when he wished to change lawyers he 
asked me to take charge of things for 
him.” 

“Had you ever represented him before 
in a legal capacity?” 

Mr. Hartridge thought for some Iittle 
time before replying. ‘‘ No,” he finally 
replied, “ but I have advised him on sev- 
eral occasions.” 

“Is it true that you devote yourself 
particularly to the practice of civil law 
and that you have little experience in 
criminal matters? "”’ 

“'To all intents and purposes, yes. Most 
of my practice is in the civil courts. I 
know something, however, of criminal 
law. For instance, I defended Dr. Winter, 
a Brooklyn physician, who was held as an 
escaped lunatic." 

‘Is that the only experience you have 
had in criminal practice? "’ 

“Oh, no. I just mention that case.”’ 

“ Will you, then, conduct the case your- 
self? *’ 

‘Probably not. I will look over the 
ground for several days, and the proba- 
| bilities are that I will then employ some 

other firm of lawyers to take charge of

WASHINGTON, July 15.—The Repub- 
lican leaders have accepted the gage 
thrown down,by organized labor, and will 
make a square standup fight with Presi- 
dent Gompers of the American Federation 
in the coming Congressional campaign. 

Gompers has selected for his first victim 
Representative Charles E. Littlefield of 
the Second Maine District, and is plan- 
ning to make a personal campaign against 
him. Littlefield incurred the enmity of 
the labor men by his opposition to the 
Anti-Injunction bill. As Acting Chairman 
of the House Judiciary Committee at the 
last session he was practically responsible 
for the failure to report the bill, and dur- 
ing the hearings Gompers announced 
plainly what he might expect. 

Representative Sherman, Chairman of 
the Republican Congressional Committee, 
is preparing to give Gompers a hot fight 
all along the line, and will meet him in 
the second Maine District with some of 
the best men in his list of orators. He 
will lead off with the biggest champion 
of them all—Uncle Joe Cannon, who is to 
take an active part In the Congressional 
campaign. The Speaker ig billed for sev- 
eral speeches in Littlefield’s district, and

Much cut about the head 
and neck, the horse looked through the 
hole in the mirror, and then backed out 
with a head of lettuce in his mouth. 

About this time Policeman Connors of 
the Fifth Street Station arrived and was 
informed of the ‘‘mad horse” in the 
dining room.

ROUGHS THROW 'A SCORE 
IN RIVER FROM STEAMER 


Girl, Too, Probably Shot on the 
Sea Gull’s Riotous Trip. 


ROWBOAT PICKS UP VICTIMS 


| Riot Call Summons Police on Return, 
but They Arrest Only One 
“Jolly Bachelor.” 


| Fights with fists and bottles,. shooting 


and nearly a score of attempted drown- 
ings were the chief features of an outing 
to Orchard Grove on the Sound, given 
yesterday by an organization known as 
the Jolly Bachelors. 

The fighting started as soon as the 
steamboat and two barges which carried 
the party left the pier at Ninety-first 
Street and the East River, and continusa 
until the last passenger was set ashore on 
the return. 

The excursionists started about 10 
o'clock yesterday morning on the steam- 
boat Sea Gull of the Starin Line and two 
barges which had been chartered for the 
occasion, The Captain of the steamboat 
is Charles Pearsall. The start was made 
from Thirty-first Street and the Hast 
River, where about half of the excursion- 
ists were embarked. From there the 
steamboat went to Ninety-first Street. As 
soon as the Sea Gull had swung out into 
the river the fighting began. The ring- 
leaders in the party of roughs started in 
by pushing and shoving men and women 
right and left, knocking off hats, and 
spilling beer on dresses. This quickly be- 
come too tame, however, and then the 
toughs began to throw some of the er- 
cursionists overboard. 

According to Capt. Pearsall, no less than 
twenty men and boys were treated to in- 
voluntary baths in the East River, be- 
ing hurled from the decks of the steam- 
boat and the two barges. 

The Sea Gull was stopped each time a 
|man went overboard, and a rowboat wag 
lsent to pick up the man. Luckily no one 
;was drowned. Capt. Pearsall kept the 
Sea Gull’s whistle sounding the police sig- 
nal almost continuously, but the police 
patrol boat crew did not appear. 

The steamboat and barges finally reached 
their destination and the excursionists got 
off. During the day, according to the 
statement of some of those in the party, 
fights at the grove were frequent, and it 
was said that one man was stabbed near- 
;ly to death. This could not be verified last 
night. The start back to New York was 
made late in the afternoon, and the re- 
turn trip was one continual fight. 

Nothing serious, beyond a few heads 
broken by beer bottles and innumerable 
bloody noses and blackened eyes, hap- 
pened until the steamboat and barges 
were off Riker’s Island. Then during a 
quarrel over a young woman, some one 
drew a revolver on the barge Warren and 
began shooting. One of the bullets, it is 
believed, struck a young-girl who was 
seen to fall to the deck. She was quickly 
picked up by two men and hidden in a 
corner of the barge where she was sur- 
rounded by a crowd that kept back the 
Captain and crew and refused to allow 
them to see her. The men surrounding 
the girl declared that she had only fainted, 

As the Sea Gull approached the pier at 
Ninety-first Street, Capt. Pearsall sound« 
ed the call for the police with his whistle, 
and Roundsman Gargan and twenty re- 
serves from the East Eighty-eighth Street 
Station hurried to the pier. About 100 
yards off shore Capt. Pearsall stopped the 
Sea Gul, and, leaning far over the bridge 
of the boat, shouted to the police on the 
pier: 

“There has been murder aboard. Don’t 
let any one go ashore until you have 
made sure it isn’t the murderer.” 

The policemen surrounded the gang- 
way as it was shoved ashore and algo 
guarded other possible exits from the 
boat and barges. Then the excursionists 
were allowed to disembark slowly, the 
police looking them over as they passed, 
Thomas Casta, 19 years old, of 327 East 
107th Street, was found with a revolver 
in the breast pocket of his coat and ar- 
rested. Two of the chambers of the re-+ 
volver had apparently been recently dis- 
charged. i 

Two men carrying a girl came down the 

gangplank and were stopped by Rounds- 
man Gargan, who wanted to know what 
was the matter with the girl. There were 
bloodstains on one of her sleeves. 

“She was cut by a broken beer bottle,” 
replied one of the men. 

Gargan was satisfied and allowed the 
men to carry the girl ashore. They 
quickly disappeared with her. Later the 
police, so it is said, learned that she was 
the girl that had been shot. A search of 
the steamboat and the two barges failed 
to reveal any other injured person,

arising here, Finally, he wants the as- 
sets vested in British Trustees directly 
responsible to-the policy holders and 
the Court of Chancery. These condi- 
tions complied with, he would let the 
companies conduct their business to 
suit themselves. 

The committee, it is said, regards the 
scheme as the simplest yet presented 
that would put policy holders of a for- 
,@¢ign company on a footing with policy 
| holders residing in the country in which 
| the company has its headquarters. The 
committee, however, is in considerable 
doubt as to the amount of assets the 
companies should be required to de- 
posit. Mr. Kitchen advocates a deposit 
equal to the reserve necessary to cover 
the liabilities on British business. That 
would mean in the case of a company 
having £10,000,000 of risks a deposit of 
|about £8,000,000.

WAR ON VENEZUELA 


Terms of the Ultimatum Sent on 
March 10, 1905. 


DEMANDS TO BE RENEWED 


State Department About to Press for 
the Settlement of the Amer- 
ican Claims. 


WASHINGTON, July 15.—In view of the 
determination of the State Department to 
renew its demands.upon the Venezuelan 
Government for a settlement of the Amer- 
ican claims against Venezuela, it is a mat- 
ter of interest to note the precise status 

| of those troublesome issues when nego- 
tiations were suspended in March, 1905. 

For the first time the Red Book dis- 
closes the terms of the ultimatum laid 
down by the late Secretary of State Hay 
in an instruction to Mr. Bowen, dated 
March 10, 1905. It was as follows: 

“The attitude of the Venezuelan Gov- 
ernment toward the Government of the 
United States and toward the interests of 

lits citizens who have suffered so grave 
| and frequent wrongs arbitrarily commit- 
ted by the Government of Venezuela re- 
quires that justice should now be fully 
done, once for all. 

“Tf the Government of Venezuela final- 
ly declines to consent to an impartial 
arbitration insuring the rendition of com- 
plete justice to these injured parties, the 
Government of the United States may be 
regretfully compelled to take such meas- 
ures as it may find necessary to effect 
complete redress without resort to arbi- 

| tration, 

| “The Government of the United States 
| stands committed: to the principle of im- 
partial arbitration, which can do injus- 
tice to nobody, and if its moderate re- 
| quest 1s peremptorily refused it will be 
at liberty to consider, if it 1s compelled 
to resort to more vigorous measures, 
whether those measures shall include 
complete indemnification, not only for 
the citizens aggrieved, but for any ex- 
penses of the Government of the United 
States which may attend their execution.” 

The Venezuelan answer, rendered 
March 23, amounted to a rejection of the 
ultimatum, for it denied that Venezuela 
had any questions pending with the Unit- 
ed States, and propounded the following 
interrogation: ‘‘ Before giving further 
consideration to Mr. Hay’s note, the Ven- 
ezuelan Government states that it must 
know whether the Untted States respects 
the methods and nobility of the Venezue- 
lan courts.”’ 

Mr. Bowen added that the answer was 
unyielding and required no further ulti- 
matum. 

Perhaps the explanation of the rather 
defiant attitude which the Venezuelan 
Government holds to this day, so far as 
the official correspondence shows, is to 
be found in a paraphrase of a telegram 
from Mr. Bowen to the Secretary of 
State reporting that Jesus Paul, Presl- 
dent Castro’s private representative, who 
was then in Washington actively culti- 
vating public sentiment in this country 
adverse to the asphalt claims, had cabled 
directly to President Castro that the 
United States Government would not an- 
swer Mr. Bowen, or, if it did, would give 
him conciliatory instructions. 


AS A CORRESPONDENT SAW IT. 


Trouble In East Side Schools Thrill 
ingly Described for Swedish Readers. 
| 


News from this city reported in some 
European newspapers does not lost any- 
thing in transmission. Here is the trans- 
lation of an article taken from The Gath- 
enburg Mercantile and Maritime Gazette, 
a Swedish paper which prides itself on 
its accuracy: 

*“ Panio in Jewish Quarter of New York. 
—According to a recent communication 
from New York there prevailed the great- 
est excitement in the Jewish quarters of 
the city the other day. Wild rumors were 
in circulation, the most general one be- 
ing that a great massacre, modeled upon 
the Russian outrages, was coming. 

“The origin of the disorders was as 
follows: A few Jewish schoolchildren had 
been operated upon for nasal catarrh by 
city physicians, and this led to a rumor 


that all Jewish children in the whole city 
were to be operated upon. Thousands of 
Jewish mothers rushed to the schools to 
save their children. While scenes of dis- 
order were in progress in front of one 
school building an Irish workingman re- 
marked cynically that ‘they ought to cut 
the throats of all Jewish brats.’ 

“The mob made an attempt to lynch 
the Irishman. It was only after police 
and military had. arrived on the scene in 
great numbers that order was restored. 
Thousands of the residents of the Jewish 
| quarters marched through the streets and 
; called on their co-religionists to take up 
pore against the threatened attack.”

SHOOTING IN A DANCE HALL. 


Jealous Italian Wings Two Men and Is 
Himself Shot. 


A picnic attended by about 500 resil- 
dents of Little Italy, in Harlem, held at 
Cosmopolitan Park, 170th Street and Am- 
sterdam Avenue, last night in honor of 
the feast of Our Lady of Mount Carmel, 
broke up in a shooting affray in which 
three men were wounded. 

Nicolo Morelli, a young Italian of 2,038

West 119th Street. The Italian turned on 
Smith and fired a shot at Smith, and then 
got away in the dark. Capt. Cottrell of 
the West 152d Street Station got out the 
reserves when he heard of the shooting 
and the police surrounded the park. They 
found Morelli hiding behind a tree. He 
had a bullet wound in his left arm, and 
says that some one shot him. He was 
locked up, and a dozen Italians were de- 
tained as witnesses.

Fruits Fair, Mr. Dye Says. 


Special to The New York Times. 

TRENTON, July 15.—Franklin Dye, dis- 
cussing what New Jersey will do to feed 
New York City this year, says that vege- 
table conditions were good. Speaking of 
the hay crop, about which there was so 
much concern a short time ago, Mr. Dye 
said: 

“The grass crop has been housed. and 
it will not be more than:75 per cent. of the 
normal hay crop, owing to dry weather 
early in the season. The wheat and rye 
crops are all in and are good. 

“The cranberry crop has been injured 
somewhat by late frosts, and in some sec- 
tions the great amount of hail during the 
Summer season has injured the promised 
big yield. But even with the added dam- 
age by worms, fungus, &c., which is al- 
ways to be considered in making a crop 
estimate, the present prospects are fairly 
satisfactory. 

‘‘ Raspberries are plentiful, blackberries 
very abundant, and grapes really promis- 
ing for this season of the year. Of peaches 
and pears there will be a moderate crop, 
but apples will not yield more than 75 per 
cent. of a full crop. Melons promise well. 

“Corn, late potatoes, cabbage, and 
sweet potatoes are all excellent in the 


soil and growing in the most promising 
manner. There is an appearance of blight 
in the yield of white potatoes, and if hot, 
humid weather continues very long there 
will be injury from rot to the tubers. On 
ee inet hand, corn is jumping from the

It appears that his fellow- 
saloon keepers, who did not dare open up, 
were watching him closely and letting the 
police know every time he unlocked his 
door. _This time two policemen made 
their way in just after three customers 
had been served. They Hiterally snatched 
one glass away from the lips of a man 
as he was raising it to drink. Schroeder 
was locked up for the night, and two 
half-empty glasses were added to the evi- 
dence against him. 

With the law generally observed, the 
interest turned to possible evasions. John 
Wushusen of 99 Hudson Street, Hobo- 
ken, who was arrested last week, turned 
his saloon, with tables, nice white cloths, 
and pepper castors, into a restaurant at 
midnight on Saturday. But the detect- 
ives interviewed him, and his customers 
soon grew tired of staying to eat when 
they came to drink. Another man, at 
Willow Avenue and Thirteenth Street, in- 
dulged in a little fancy backdoor play 
for the sake of soft drinks. He main- 
tained a great air of secrecy, but the po- 
lice detected him. Two officers got in- 
side and patiently drank ginger ale for 
hours. No one seemed to want anything 
else, and so they closed the place up. 

The great screen,question is causing a 
good deal of trouble. The law is contra- 
dictory on the subject, and may or may 
not require the issuance of an order by 
the Excise Commissioners before the sa- 
loons are compelled to remove all ob- 
struction; from their windows.

Proceed- 
ings against some of them will be taken

It is not at all clear whether genuine 
clubs have the right any longer to provide 
their members with liquor on Sundays, 
and Chief of Police Adams of Newark 
advised the Celluloid Club of the Newark 
Celluloid Works that it must refuse drink 
to even its committee. However, outside 
the saloon keepers, there seems very lit- 
tle popular feeling against the dry Sun- 
day.

PLAN TO SELL ICE AT COST. 


Mayor Brush Organizing Co-operative 
Company to Fight the Trust. 
Angered by the treatment given them 
by the American Ice Company, a score 


of prominent Mount Vernon citizens, 
headed by Mayor Edward F. Brush, are 


at work organizing a public utility co- | 
operative company to erect and maintain | 


an ice plant, the product of which will 
be sold at cost. 

Mayor Brush is the father of the plan, 
which is meeting with widespread public 
approval, as Mount Vernon is on the 
verge of an ice famine. Mayor Brush 
said yesterday: 

“T have the scheme that will put an end 
to the ice monopoly in Mount Vernon. I 
am working toward organizing a public 
utility co-operative company at cost. The 
stock will be $10 a share, and no one per- 
son may Own over ten shares. This will 
give the stock a wide circulation, and will 
immediately insure a paying business. I 
think » $50,000 will erect a plant capable 
of supplying the entire population of 
Mount Vernon with ice at half the price 
they are now paying.” 

Mayor Brush expects to have his com- 
pany under way within a few weeks and 
the plant in operation within three 
months, 


“BONELESS TURKEY.” 


How 50,000 Jack Rabbits Were Made to 
Do Duty as Canned Fowl. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 


Years ago when I lived in Chicago there 
occurred an unusual blizzard all over the 
plains country. Rain had fallen for some 
hours when a sudden drop of 40 degrees 
in temperature occurred. Thousands of 
jack rabbits throughout Kansas, Ne- 
braska, Minnesota, and the Dakotas and 
Colorado were sitting in their forms with 
their fur wet from the rain, and before 
they knew it were frozen fast so they 
could not get out. They were frozen to 
death, and during the next few days the 
homesteaders and stock men gathered 
them in and shipped them to Chicago in 
carload lots. One of the packing houses, 
which has recently been “ getting {ft in 
the neck” for putting out dirty and 
fraudulent meat products, sent a man 
unto South Water Street, with tnstruc- 
tions to buy and deliver at the packing 
house 50,000 of these jack rabbits, and 
he performed his commission in one day. 

The jacks were canned, labeled ‘‘ Bone- 
less Turkey,” and put on the market. 

They were good enough to eat, but the 
packers paid only about 8 cents a pound 
for them, whereas turkeys would have 
cost at that time 12 cents a pound. The 
long-eared birds were sold at the same 
rate as if they had been real feathered 
birds. The net weight of these 50,000 
jack rabbits was probably 250,000 pounds. 
Sold to the trade at 17 cents a pound, the 
transaction netted the packers probably 
$42,500. This was only one of the many 
fraudulent games they have been work- 
ing on the innocent and gullible public 
during these many years. They can af- 
ford to lose a few millions from the pres- 
ent agitation and still have plenty of 
money left.

Senator Dubols Says, However, He); 


Will Need Hearst Votes. 


Senator Fred T. Dubois of Idaho, who is 
in this city, said yesterday that Demo- | 
cratic sentiment in the Far Northwest 
favored the nomination of William J.

MR. BRYAN A BACKWARD PUPIL. 

Mr. BRYAN has given so much atten- 
tion to other things that his develop- 
ment regarding them has been greater 
than regarding the money question. 
That we may do him no injustice we 
quote his words from his London ency- 
clical: 


The per capita volume of money in the 
United States is almost WO per cent. great- 
er now than it was in 1896, and the bene- 
fits brought by this increase have not 
only vindicated the quantitative theory 
of money, but have proved the benefits 
of the larger amount of money. No ad- 
vocate of the gold standard can claim 
the triumph of his logic. 

If the quantity of money is the cause 
of prosperity then it ought to be pro- 
portioned to prosperity, and prosperity 
ought to be greatest where the supply 
of money is greatest. The facts are 
otherwise. Here are some countries 
whose money per capita exceeds that of 
the United States with additions illus- 
trating a smaller circulation with high 
prosperity: 

Argentina ........$60 Germany 
Colombia ........ 93)\United Kingdom.. 18 
PRG succtansecoas shen States..... 30 

An inspection of this statement illus- 
trates as well that 
prosperity is not proportioned to the 
amount of money per head, but is 
rather proportioned to the scientific 
use to which money is put.

HIRED WITNESSES. 

It was at the close of the Molineux 
trial for the crime of murder in the 
first degree that a distinguished and 
retired Justice of the Supreme Court 
of this State addressed to this newspa- 
| per, if we remember rightly, a commu- 
nication remonstrating against the 
conviction of any man for a capital of- 
fense upon what he called “ hired tes- 
timony.”’ 

The case is the same now as it was 
then. An “expert” witness is by no 
means upon the same footing as an or- 
dinary witness. An ordinary witness, 
if within the jurisdiction of the court, 
is obliged to attend, under subpoena, 
and testify to what he knows about the 
case, The expert witness is not by any 
means in the same situation. He testi- 
fies only in case somebody makes it 
worth his while. 

The truth is that when a Molineux is 
on trial, in a case which is likely to 
turn on a question of expert testimony 
in handwriting, when a Thaw is on 
trial in a case which is likely to turn 
upon a question of expert testimony 
in insanity, the case may be fairly even 
between prosecution and defense. But, 
take the case of a poor and friendless 
prisoner, who has no means of hiring 
expert witnesses and no power of com- 
pelling their attendance, unless the 
subpoena is accompanied by a retain- 
er. What becomes of the equality of 
all men before the law? The plain fact 
is that the condition of things, in cases 
in which expert witnesses are or may 
be invoked or involved, is nothing less 
| than a crying public scandal. How to 
}end this scandal may be a difficult 
question. But the first step toward 
remedying it is the frank admission 
that such a scandal exists, and even 
notoriously reeks.

Gompers said, had no monopoly of 
threatening public men, and what capi- 
tal would do labor would do. We raise 
no question whether either capital or 
labor has any monopoly of threatening 
legislators and politicians. When the 
mass of us want anything very much 
we respectfully petition, and present 
such arguments as we can command. 
This example is recommended to all 
labor, through their representatives the 
O. U. A. W. and the Federation. What- 
ever the merits of what they “de- 
mand” they should not have it unless 
they recognize the superior position of 
the representatives of all of us, includ- 
ing the one-thirtieth of us who are or 
ganized into bodies of labor. No mon- 
arch permits himself such arrogance as 
labor assumes. If labor wishes to be 
treated respectfully and considerately it 
should show respect and consideration 
for others. What it asks might perhaps 
be right, and yet there might be a high- 
er right. To demand and threaten is no 
way to persuade or to conciliate. Even 
good causes are prejudiced by bad man- 
ners, and good manners will improve 
even bad causes. 


QUALIFYING FOR CITIZENSHIP. 

Gov. WINTHROP’s State-owned pier 
measure has been defeated by the Ex- 
ecutive Council of Porto Rico. We are 
glad of it, and would be so even if the 
bill was a good one, as doubtless the 
Governor thought it was. Those are 
our sentiments because it is more im- 
portant that the Porto Ricans should 
have the sort of laws they want—within 
reason—than that they should yield 
grudging obedience to laws imposed 
upon them for their benefit. Last Win- 
ter they appealed to Congress for re- 
organization of the Executive Council— 
their Senate—because they contended it 
was organized against them. The 
American element was made a major- 
ity, and they alleged that they were not 
even invited to the meetings at which 
action was taken. Of sixty-six mu- 
nicipalities sixty-five joined in repre- 
sentations to Congress that a native 
membership of five in a body of eleven 
was inadequate, but now it appears 
that our compatriots—as we hope we 
may call them, although we cannot say 
fellow-citizens—are playing the game, 
and are getting their way against the 
Governor himself. We take this as 
partial acquittal of the complaint 
against our legislation, and at the same 
time as going far to justify their 
claim for admission to the status of 
Americans in gocd and regular stand- 
Ing. These points suffice to submerge 
the merits of the plier bill, about which 
there is no information vouchsafed in 
the San Juan telegrams. The incident 
serves, nevertheless, to add strength to 
their appeal to Secretary Root person- 
ally for full citizenship and an eres 
Senate. 


Why should not the Kaiser send his 
lad to the United States for a few years 
of study such as his wise and careful 
father and advisers would prescribe? 
Not so many years ago it would have 
been considered dangerous, exposing 
the scion of the house of Hohenzollern 
to the contamination of democracy, 
that was a time when respectable fath- 
ers dreaded to have their sons subjected 
to the influence of effete society in Eu- 
rope. The Old World and the New have 
discovered that institutions and politi- 
cal traditions do not suppress or even 
greatly modify human nature, and that 
it is a good thing for youngsters to 
have wide chances of knowledge and 
observation. There is little danger 
that the family “ metier” of the Kaiser 
will be forgotten or forsaken by any of 
his offspring,,and the head of the fam- 
ily has shown unbounded confidence in 
the outcome of the most varied training 
he can compass. If the young Prince 
AvuGusT WILLIAM should make his home 
for a while in one of our universities, 
we venture to think that he would have 
a good time and learn as much as his 
comrades, probably rather more. 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


A full report of the 
remarkable address on 
a High “The Problem of Spell- 

. ing Reform” delivered 
Authority. in May last by ag 
SxeatT before the British Academy 
now at hand, and the Simplified Seamed 
Board is distributing it widely as a part 
of its missionary work. The address, as 
the telegraphed excerpts showed, is not 
marked by that gentleness of appeal 
which the board itself deems judicious. 
Prof. SKEAT has no patience at all either 
with the arguments or with the emotions 
of those who oppose the reform he con- 
siders so important, and he has no hesita- 
tion about calling attention to the fact 
that their arguments are all fallacious 
and their emotions dependent on a care- 
ful abstention from acquiring any knowl- 
edge on the subject.

‘It 
simply amounts to this,” he says. ‘‘ The 
indignant writers were discussing a sub- 
ject which they had never studied, and 
which they did not understand; and they

The man who does not know 
botany at least knows that botany is a 
science that requires to be learned; and 
consequently, since he has not learned It, 
he must refrain from writing upon it, be- 
cause some readers will only laugh at 
him and the rest will disregard what he | 
says. The same is true not only of every 
scientific study, but of most literary sub- 
jects as well; the chief exceptioris being 
etymology and phonetics.” Prof. SKEAT 
insists that the only difference between 
English and Chinese as written languages 
is that none of the Chinese ideographs 
has intrinsic relation to the spoken word 
associated with it, while there is a con- 
siderable fraction of English words that 
are spelled with more or less regard for 
their sound. He cannot understand why 
anybody should oppose the complete sub-

FOR A CO-OPERATIVE HOME. 


The Plan for a Colony to be Discussed 
Here To-morrow Evening. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

At 8 o’clock on the evening of Tuesday, 
July 17, there will be held at Berkeley 
Lyceum, 10 West Forty-fourth Street, a 
meeting called by about 100 persons who 
are interested in a plan to establish a 
“co-operative home” in the vicinity of 
New York. I request a little of your 
space in which to outline it for the bene- 
fit of such of your readers as may be in- 
terested in it, and may care to attend the 
meeting and learn more about it. 

It should be explained at the outset 
that we are not planning any sort of So- 
clalistic community; very few of the peo- 
ple interested are Socialists, so far as I 
know. They are people who are earning 
their living in business or professional 
life in New York, and who believe that 
they can spend their incomes to better 
advantage in co-operation. It is their 
plan to establish a “home colony,” to 
secure the advantage of the application 
of machinery to domestic processes, and 
incidentally to solve the problem of the 
management of servants. 

It is planned that each family in the 
community shall have its own separate 
home, a home of whatever style and cost 
it pleases, but without the usual apart- 
ments for the preparing and serving of 
food and the caring for children. It is 
planned that these latter activities shall 
be carried on co-operatively. There will 
be a large central building, containing 
a modern, scientifically constructed 
kitchen and dining room, also social halls 
and reading rooms, with rooms and suites 
for those members who do not care for a 
separate building of their own. The com- 
munity would own sufficlent land. and 
would raise its own food supplies, so far 
{as possible. Its various departments 
would be under the management of ex- 
perts, and all its supplies would be pur- 
chased in bulk, and tested for quality. 
The management of the business affairs 
of the community would be under the 
control of a Board of Directors, ilemo- 
cratically elected by vote of the mem- 
bership. The members would thus be en- 
tirely relieved from the worry and waste 
incidental to the management of small- 
scale household industries. The numer- 
ous responses which a bare suggestion of 
the plan has brought forth are sufficient 
evidence that there are numbers vf peo- 
ple anxious to escape from the bondage of 
the isolated home. 

The chief motive toward the proposed 
experiment seems to be the difficulty ex- 
perienced by persons of moderate income 
in bringing up children. All are agreed 
that the city is no place for children, and 
yet parents find it lonely in the country. 
Also, it is impossible for the best iuten- 
tioned mother to be with her children all 
the time, and she is obliged to trust them 
to servants, whose ideas and habits are 
not to her liking. In a community such 
as is here proposed, it would be possible 
to avoid ever allowing children to come 
into contact with servants. The children 
of the members would be cared for in a 
building especially constructed for the 
purpose, and free from all the dangers 
and discomforts which the little folk en- 
counter in the nomes of their elders. The 
management of the building would be 
under the control of a Board of Women 
Directors, elected by the mothers, and 
the persons selected to care for, entertain, 
and instruct the children would be trained 
nurses and kindergarten experts. If the 
colony were sufficiently large, a physi- 
cian could be engaged, and the child 
could be surrounded at every step by the 
best care which modern science can de- 
vise. 

The colony would of course have a hall 
for lectures iad concerts; reading rooms 
and a circulating library; a gymnasium 
and recreatjon grounds; bathhouses, a 
boat and carriage livery, and a co-opera- 
tive store. 

The possibility of many such advan- 
tages will of course depend upon the size 
of the community, and for this reason 
We are anxious that as many persons 
should know of it as possible. If i0U or 
200 families should combine, the com- 
munity would be able to purchase from 
500 to 1,0008acres of land, and to build 
its own electric light and heating plants. 
Also, with a group of that size, every 
one would be relieved from the feur of 
being thrown into contact with uncon- 
genial persons. Every one having ais dwn 
home, and being privileged to invita to it 
those whom he chose, other members 
of the community would be as much 
strangers’ to him as persons whom he 
meets at present in the same restaurant, 
or theatre, or club, 

Just what can be done with any given 
number of families is of course a ques- 
tion to be determined by arithmetic. The 
purpose of the meeting on Tuesday night 
is to talk out the plan and get at the gen- 
eral sentiment of those interested, and to 
name committees to get exact figures, and 
to draw up a plan of organization for a 
stock company.

CONTRADICTS BUNAU-VARII 


Mr. Littlefield Says His Statement 
About the Dreyfus Case Is Untrue. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

I write to deny in the most categorical 
manner possible the claims set forth by 
M. Bunau-Varilla, published to-day in an 
Associated Press dispatch from Paris. If 
correctly quoted, the late Minister to 
Washington from the Republic of Panama 
says things which are false, and which, 
unless his sojourn in the tropics has 
completely robbed him of all memory, he 
knows to be false. 

Briefly, he asserts that he has in his 
possession an old letter from Dreyfus 
making some inquiries about the Congo 
State; that his brother Maurice, the pro- 
prietor of the Paris Matin, had.in his 
possession a photographic copy of the 
that the handwriting of the 
documents was compared, with the result 
that a fac simile of the bordereau was 
published in Le Matin, in order to prove 
that Dreyfus was not its author, And, 
adds M. Bunau-Varilla: ‘*‘ From the ap- 
pearance of that photograph of the bor- 
dereau dates almost everything known as 
‘The Dreyfus Affair.’ "’ 

The bordereau was published in Le 
Matin of Nov. 10, 1896, not because the 
MM. Bunau-Varilla thought thereby to 
establish the non-authorship of Dreyfus, 
but for exactly the contrary reason. 

The photographic copy was sent to Le 
Matin by the conspirators of the General 
Staff in order to prove that the article 
containing a garbled version of the bor- 
dereau which had appeared in the Eclair 
of Sept. 14 was not official, and hence 
the statement also contained in it, that 
evidence had been secretly introduced at 
the court-martial of December, 1894, could 
not be regarded as a ground for reopen- 
ing the case, 

The author of the Eclair article was du 
Paty de Clam—a fact I had the pleasure 
of transmitting to the Supreme Court in 
a letter dated March 14, 1899, which 
caused the recall of the great harlequin 
of the General Staff and forced from him 
a confession of authorsnip. 

As proof of the real cause for which 
the fac simile of the bordereau was pub+ 
lished in Le Matin of Nov. 10, 1896, I in- 
close the editorial comment which accom-~- 
panied it: 

By means of clever but dark manoeuvres and 
by giving the air of a mere appeal for light to 
deft pleadings by appealing to the sentiments of 
justice and generosity which haunt every heart 
in this country, certain individuals are harness- 
ing themselves to that superhuman work the 
revision of the trial of the traitor Dreyfus. 

Under the deceitful pretext that there had 
been revived against him certain inquisitorial 
practices, they would have him come back to 
France, there to appear once more before his 
judges. 

Fool’s play, the whole of it! Dreyfus ta in- 
deed guilty of the greatest of all crimes, And 
in order to stop all pity for him, by leaving it 
no time to be born, no possibility thereof, it is 
our duty to produce the material and unde- 
niable proof of his misdeed. 

On what ts the accusation based? How ts the 
punishment inflicted on the ex-Captain, Drey~ 
fus, justified? This is what Le Matin is in a 
position to state. 

In order to achieve this work, both patriotic 
and healthgiving, we publish the fac simile ef 
the famous bordereau, written with Dreyfus’s 
own hand,

Corporal Hans von Wuesthoff, Sixth In- 
fantry, is dead. Wuesthoff was perhaps 
the best-known enlisted man in the 
United States Army. There was hardly 
a man in the regular service from bugler 
to Lieutenant General who had not heard 
his romantic story. 

Just before the outbreak of the Spanish 
war von Wuesthoff arrived in New York

very first of the recruits enlisted for the 
regular establishment in this city.

They questioned him and 
learned that he was the son of a German 
nobleman, and that while a student at 
Heidelberg he had fought a duel with an- 
other student that had resulted in his ex- 
pulsion from the university. 

At the time of his trouble at Heidelberg 
his roommate was Count von Groetschen, 
destined to be one of the most popular of- 
ficers in the Kaiser's army. Jon Groet- 
schen was among the last of the friends 
in the old country that Wuesthoff told 
good-bye, just before he started on the 
drift that was to land him in New York. 

At the battle of Santiago Count von 


Groetschen, who was one of the officers | 


sent over by the Kaiser to watch 
American soldier in action, recognized the

When the contestants check out in the 
morning they receive a card having the 
location and distances of the checking 
stations and the time allowed, which is 
the same for all, to reach each station. 
From the time the contestants check in 
at night until they check out for the next 
day’s run their cars are locked up, and 
no work of any kind can be done on them. 
In consequence, all repairs, adjustments, 
replenishments of fuel, and tire changes 
must be done in the time allowed for 
running. Whenever time is lost for these 
or any other reasons the autoists at- 
tempt to make it up by fast driving. 
What this means may be appreciated from 
the fact that the regular schedule calis 
for just as fast traveling as the nature 
and condition of the roads will permit. 

There will be seventy-one cars start out 
from here to-morrow. Of these forty- 
five are contesting for the Glidden 
Trophy, seven for the Deming Trophy, 
and the remainder are pilot, official, con- 
fetti, and baggage wagons. About 300 
persons are now included in the party. 
The principal difference in the rules gov- 
erning the contestants for the two 
trophies is that those competing for the 
Deming can use or work on their cars 
between checking in and out for each 
day's run, Eleven contestants who were 
penalized on the first day’s run have had 
their penalizations removed.

Since THE TimgEs printed the first reve- 
lations, we have contributed not one cent 
to the canned meat or sausage industries, 
and we do not intend to do so until we 
have very good reason to believe that 
their products are prepared under as 
clean and sanitary conditions as are 
maintained in our own kitchens, and until 
all such foodstuffs as would be rejected 
from our kitchens are treated in such a 
manner that they cannot, by hook or 
crook, be served to us. 

Let the packers and our misrepresenta~ 
tives deny us the so sadly needed relief 
as long as they dare; they are injuring 
themselves more than us. And this fur- 
nishes us another weapon. Let THE 
Times ald us in keeping it sharp. Give 
us the names of those of our legislators 
who vote in the interest of the packers, 
and of those who, obstruct legislation. I 
for one, will take pleasure in voting 
against any of them if the opportunity is 
ever provided, and if the Lord, or THz 
Trmes, keeps my memory green. 

It is hard to use temperate language in 
this matter, but it does seem to me that 
a little more required than that we 
should pat the packers on the head and 
say, “Please be a good boy hereafter.” 
Every person who helped pollute the peo- 
ple’s food supply should be serving a life 
sentence, and the owners of the plants 
where it occurred should also be un- 
ished with the utmost severity. hey 
may not make the plea of ignorance.

Cramps While Swimming. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The various letters relative to the ability or 
Inability of swimmers to sustain themselves 
in the water after being seized with cramps, 
recently published in THe Timps, show vary- 
ing points of view, and hence differences of 
opinion. In point of fact, to be attacked with 
cramps while swimming is serious, and may, 
per se, cause the drowning of the most prac- 
ticed swimmer, ‘‘ Swimicus’’ to the contrary 
notwithstanding. The correspondent just men- 
tioned has evidently cognizance of cramps in 
but one locality, to wit, the calf of the leg; 
and cramps confined to the muscles of the leg 
alone are doubtiess but seldom the cause of 
drowning. But other and more vital muscles 
are sometimes involved. Both the abdom- 
inal and pectoral muscles may be the seat 
of tonic contraction, and respiration thereby 
rendeted impossible; while the whole muscular 
system may be thrown into spasm and volun- 
tary co-ordinated muscular action entirely cut 
off, in which event the most able, accom- 
plished, and cool-headed swimmer would 
founder and drown as rapidly and completely 
as the veriest tyro. 

Cramps result from unequal stimulation of 
nerves governing contractility, and the cause 
may be local or remote, peripheral or central. 
Among swimmers the water acts as an auxil- 
jary or immediate exciting cause, as does also 
the too active demands upon single groups 


of muscies unaccustumed to such employment. 
As an example of a local predisposing cause 
to cramp in the leg may be mentioned the 
wearing of a tovo-tight ‘* Boston,’’ ‘* Brighton,’’ 
or similar garter. In demonstration, one has 
only to wear a tight garter below the knee a 
portion of the day and then, removing it, 
walk rapidly and somewhat stiffly and note 
effect. ** MEDICUS.”

COTTON AGAIN ABLAZE 
ON STATEN ISLAN 


For Fourth Time in Two Months 
Flames Attack Warehouses. 


ATTRIBUTED TO WET BALES 


The Latest Fire Among the American 
Stores Caused a Loss of 
About $40,000. 


For the fourth time in two months fire 
blazed yesterday afternoon in the Amer- 
ican Dock Stores, in Tompkinsville, and 
the American Dock and Trust Company, 
owner of the warehouses, suffered a 
fourth heavy loss, along with its patrons. 

In the warehouse destroyed yesterday 
there were from 2,000 to 4,000 bales of cot- 
ton, and all of them were partially do- 
stroyed. The loss will amount to about 
$40,000. 

The four fires have destroyed six of the 
twenty-one large warehouses. The first 
three occurred all within two weeks. The 
Fire Marshal investigated each of the 
three previous fires, and no trace of in- 
cendiarism was found. The fire loss had 
been heavy, however, and the insurance} 
on the stores was canceled for a time. A 
representative of the company at the fire 
said that some insurance had been ob- 
tained, at a much higher rate than for- 
merly, before the fire of yesterday. 

The fire yesterday was discovered at 
1:30 in the afternoon. The firemen, when

It was not until the fron walls. had 
crumpled and fallen under the heat that 
the firemen got a fair chance at the| 
flames. A fireboat had been sent from | 
Manhattan, and this aided materially in| 
getting water on the fire, as the water 
pressure on the island was not equal to 
the demand put upon it, 

Acting Chief Galvin and Deputy Chief 
Guerin, in charge of the Staten Island 
fire companies, aided Acting Chief Binns 
in directing the work of the men. The | 
surrounding warehouses were packed with 
cotton and hemp, and there was great 
danger of a disastrous conflagration. It 
was four hours from the time the fire was | 
discovered “until the firemen had it un- 
der control. 

Spontaneous combustion resulting from | 
improperly packed cotton is the cause | 
assigned for the fire. One wet bale of | 
cotton, it is said, would have started the 
flames in the hot weather of the last 
week or two. 

The entire loss from the four fires was 
estimated by officials of the Fire Depart- 
ment yesterday at about $250,000. The 
bulk of this loss fell upon the patrons of 
the company, for the owners of the cot- 
ton and hemp in storage arrange for their 
own insurance. The fires have made a 
big gap in the wide stretch of ware- 
hovses formerly owned by the company. 
The firemen yesterday had to climb over; 
ruins to get to the latest blaze.

POLICE, AIDING PRIEST, 
CLUB MOB AT CHURCH 


Force an Entrance for Father 
Tuzek Through Angry Flock. 


HE THREATENS TO SHOOT 


oo 


One Man May Die and Many Are Ar 
rested as Result of Quarrel Between 
Pastor and Congregation. 


Special to The New York Times. 

PITTSBURG, July 15.—The Rev. Mi- 
chael Tuzek, who was recently appoint- 
ed pastor of St. WNicholas's Croatian 
Catholld Church, in Millvale, was escort- 
ed this morning by policemen from the 
rectory through a mob of more than 200 
members of his congregation to the steps 
of his church. The policemen used their 
clubs to scatter. the crowd, and many 
persons who were struck fell and were 
injured. Finally reaching the steps of 
the church, Father Tuzek drew a revolv- 
er and flourished it. 

The members of the congregation, re- 
covering from the blows inflicted by the 
policemen, had advanced to the steps of 
the church when a second detachment of 
policemen appeared and the members of 
the mob were driven back. Alone in the 
church, Father Tuzek said mass, while 
the mob yelled outside. ‘ 

The affair is the culmination of a quar- 

rel between the priest and his flock. The 
congregation objected to the priest be- 
cause he is a German and insisted on 
conducting the services in that tongue. 
Bishop Canevin took sides with the 
priest. Then the congregation took pos- 
session of the church and the parochial 
school and refused.to admit Father Tu- 
zoek. 
' Father Tuzek announced yesterday that 
he would say mass to-day. Three hun- 
dred members of the congregation de- 
clared that he must not and Father Tuzek 
applied to the police for assistance. 

The members of the congregation be- 
gan to assemble before 7 o'clock this 
morning in front of the rectory, The first 
mass is said at 8:30 o’clock. At 8 o'clock 
Father Tuzek appeared on the porch of 
his residence and prepared to go to the 
church. Only seven policemen had ap- 
peared, and they advised the priest not 
to go. Father Tuzek insisted that he 
must be in the church by 8:30, and the 
start was made. The policemen com- 
pletely surrounded the priest, who held a 
revolver in his right hand, concealed by 
the folds of his robe. . 

As Father Tuzek stepped from the 
porch, James Hianiloeic, a leader of the 
mob, armed with a club, tried to reach 
the priest. Officer Kuhn struck Hiant- 
loeic with his club, and he fell with a 
fractured skull. 

Then the mob made a general rush for- 
ward. Policé Sergeant Walker, in com- 
mand of the policemen, gave the order 
for a double-quick march. The police- 
men beat their way through the crowd to 
the steps of the ehurch, but would have 
been swept aside had not the additional 
force appeared. 

Attacking the mob in the rear, the po- 
licemen drew the attention of the mob; 
from the priest. He mounted the steps, 
flourished his revolver, and said in a 
determined voice that he would shoot the 
first man who laid hands on him. Then 
he passed into the church. A doszen per- 
sons were injured. Hianiloeic will prob- | 
ably die. 

Father Tuzek remained in the church! 
during the morning, while the crowd out- | 
side increased in numbers. The priest 
said mass at 8:80 o’clock, and again at 
10:30, Escorted by the twenty-five po- 
licemen, he went to the office of a Jus- 
tice of the Peace later in the day and 
swore out warrants for the arrest of eight 
of the leaders in the mob, charging them 
with riot, disorderly conduct, assault and 
battery, and interfering with a religious 
service. The policemen arrested twenty- 
eight of those who had. participated in 


the riot.
